A couple of park policemen ap­ 
peared in front of the platform and said 
sh ak in g must stop.

the owners of the new telegraph combina­ 
tion to sell

governm ent for a sum th at will 
t** satisfactory to the owners of i t 
But 
the few congressmen who are here do not be­ 
lieve th at the telegraph companies can induce 
congress to initiate legislation which will 
have in view the purchase of the stock of the 
existing companies, or of the consolidated 
company, at any price which the owners 
would be likely to accept. 
On the contrary, 
they m aintain th at the fact that tho great 
telegraph lines of the country are by this 
consolidation practically placed under 
one 
management will furnish now and powerful 
argum ents for legislation, which will do all 
th at legislation can to make the telegraph 
business free to all who can command sulll- 
cient capital, or to render it practicable 
for 
the 
government to 
go 
into 
the 
telegraph 
business 
on its own 
account 
or to enable new 
compauies 
to estab­ 
lish 
telegraph 
lines along 
all 
post­ 
roads: and the power of the government to 
declare a road a post-road is very compre­ 
hensive. 
There are some provisions in exist­ 
ing laws which may have an im portant Lear 
ing upon the future of tho telegraph business 
in this country, and which possibly may not 
be w ithout ultim ate effect upon the consoli­ 
dation which it is supposed has just been ac­ 
complished. 
The chapter of the revised statutes relating 
to telegraph companies may furnish some 
light upon tbo subject, and a careful exam in­ 
ation of that chapter will show th at the gov­ 
ernment, without further enactments, has 
much greater power over the telegraph sys­ 
tem of the country than is generally sup­ 
posed. 
Chapter 5-» , revised statutes, con­ 
tains, among other things, these provisions: 
Any telegraph company chartered 
by any 
state shall have the right to construct and oper­ 
ate lines over the public domain, over any of tin* 
military or post roads, and over, under, or across 
the navigable steams or waters of the United 
States; but such lines of telegraph shall be so 
construct** I and maintained as not to obstruct 
the navigation of such streams and waters or in­ 
terfere with the ordinary travel <>n such military 
or post roads. 
The rights and privileges granted 
by the acts which relate to telegraphs shall not 
be transferred by any company acting thereun­ 
der to any other 
corporation, association, or 
i« *r* 
son. 
• 
Possibly this provision may be of interest 
to those who have conducted telegraph con­ 
solidations, for it is probable that some por­ 
tions of tho line of tho telegraph company 
which has been transferred do run over the 
navigable waters of the United States, or 
over some portions of the public dom ain, or 
in some w ay within the provisions of this act. 
Section 5,2« '.7 provides: 
before any telegraph company shall exercise 
any of the p<nv>*rs or privileg *s conferred by the 
law, such company shall flic their written ace *pt- 
ance with the postmaster-general of 
the restric­ 
tions and obligations required by law. 
The written acceptance of all the principal 
telegraph companies of the I nited States aro 
filed in the postollice departm ent as contem­ 
plateti by this section; and, of course, all tele­ 
graph companies who have accepted the con­ 
ditions of this act are bound by this statute. 
W hat pow,-r such an acceptance gives the 
general government is for the lawyers to de­ 
termine. 
Another section in this chapter 
gives the United States the right to purchase 
ali the tel« .graph lines of the United States, 
the owners of which have accepted the pro­ 
visions ol'this chapter: 
“A t an appraised

an arch, we found Great St. Helen’s, 
one of the oldest churches in Loudon, 
and were well repaid for our trouble.

gravestones. 
Having l>een in very early 


times connected with a nunnery, 
the

left there, and a vessel of water, and he 
left money to certain men to visit the 
tomb once a year.

There is a ¡»eculiarly stolid expression 


on the faces of these men, as though 
everything human, or, at all events, 
everything bordering on the highest attri­ 
butes of humanity, had been stamix'd out 
of their nature, h aving a mere machine 
—an unwashed one at that. 
The Churc h of the Fraternity is in the 


piazza of the same name, in the im m e­ 
diate vicinity of the Piazza Barberini.

The same horrid ornaments are ar­ 
ranged around the jxrson of a deceasi*d 
brother, who appears suspended against 
the middle of a wall, incased in the 
coarse brown cloth, tlie garment lit* Lived, 
died and was buried in.
